WORE BEING SOUGHT 


j Baptist Circles Secure Considerable Data 


-and Information of Pastor's Former Life 
Which is Being Tumed Over to 
Eastern Congregation 


Reverend Frank Horn, the pseudo pastor, whose escapades while 
connected with the First Baptist church in June, 1913, caused him 
much notoriety, has again’ deviated from the strict order of the re- 
ligious life and. has startled orthodox residents of Furman, Ala- 
bama. Page SMe 

Information réeéived by the Rev. W. 8. Stewart and the members 
of the Calvary Baptist church’ in Richmond yesterday indicate that 
Horn married again ‘at Hammond, Louisiana and secured the pas- 
torate at Furman, by representing that he had just arrived from 
Mexico. Later the suspicions of the Furman church were aroused 
and Horn said he had made a mistake about being in Mexico, but 
that he had really been engaged’as a missionary among the Alaska 
Esquimaux. Horn’s record. was revealed. He left the Furman 
church under fire and adopting the names of Hornberg and the Rev. 
Frank Haegmann attempted to seeure churehes in the south with- 
out result. He was last seen in St, Louis. 

Reverend Horn was considered one of the most popular pastors 
in this city until January 15th, 1913, when Miss Eva Mae DeTovrea 
of Portland, and Miss May Metz of Auburn, appeared and claimed 
him as their joint husband. At the time that. this o¢eurred the 
Revérend Horn was residing at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Palen 
Chureh on Nicholl avenue. 

Horn hearing that the authorities were on the lookout for him 
fied from the .church home one evening and took refuge in the ; 
belfry of the First Baptist church, where it is alleged that food 
was brought to him by Mrs. Chureh who believed him innocent. 

When his study room was broken into by the police and news- 
‘paper. men. the walls: were found ito be decorated with pictures of 
‘eiitrescyivle-in tights; girls in bathing . costumes -and- rianys-other:. 
fantasies. °° eR 

Two., nights ,after. his. disappearance into. the belfry the deacons 
of the church, accompanied by the police, searched the entire build- 
ahg ani finally located the pastor crouching among the rafters of 
the bell tower. . 

He was then placed under arrest and taken to San Mateo to face 
a charge of bigamy which had been preferred against him by Miss 
Metz.’ Horn was later released from the charge maintaining that 
he had a twin brother who had been leading a bad life, 

Immediately following this episode the Reverend Frank Horn, 
alias DeTovrea, disappeared and was not heard of until a few days |

Sawyer of the California state board of health 
hygenic laboratory at Berkeley, submitted to 
the city commission yesterday. He made an ex- 
amination at the request of the commission, after 
former trustee, J. J. Divine requested the board 
to prohibit Dr. Williamson from issuing state- 
ments to the newspvapers that the city’s water 
upply is responsible for the prevalence of ty- 
phoid fever. . 

A sample of the water was taken by Divine 
and Dr. Loizeaux, city bacteriologist, and sent 
to the Berkeley laboratory the same day. Imme- 
diate examination showed 170 bacteria to the 
cubic centimeter. Colon bacilli, indicating the 
Presence of intestinal contamination, was found 
ee extensively.
